The cry, "He made it to the top," referred to 
Elton Davis’ recent climb to the top of Mt. Mc¬ 
Kinley in Alaska at 20,320 feet. The Sierra Mad¬ 
rean, who will be 69 Aug. 8, doesn’t seem to 
know what all the fuss is about. His nonchalance 
is understandable when you review his other 
climbing accomplishments: Mt. Meru in Tanzania, 
14,978 feet; Mt. Kilimanjara, 19,340 feet; Cordil¬ 
lera Blanca in the Andes, 18,000 feet; Mt. Raini¬ 
er, 14,410 feet; Mt. Elbrus in Russia. 18,481 feet 
(highest peak in Europe); Acancaguar (highest 
mountain in South America), 22,834; and Mt. 
Baker in Southern Washington, to name a few. 

He has enjoyed climbing in the Swiss Alps 
with his sons, he said. 

This same resident, who retired in 1993 from 
Pasadena City College where he was a professor 
of psychology since 1957, placed second in his 
age group in the Mt. Wilson Trail Race in 1986, 
and placed first in his age group in 1987. He also 
ran two L.A. Marathons and several 10-K runs. 

He’s remarkable, but he’d never admit it.

downs, however, since the inclement weather nail¬ 
ed them to camp for several days on the way up. 

Davis and 11 others, including guides, flew 
from Anchorage, Alaska, into base camp onto the 
glacier (at 7200 feet) on June 5, this year. Davis 
explained that they started up the climb with 
groups of three people tied together to a rope 
(call^ roping up), following a trail across the 
glacier. It was a fairly gentle climb—5-10 degrees 
—for three days until they reached 14,(XK) feet on 
the fourth day. Then they had seven days of con¬ 
stant snow and wind that kept them "hammered 
down"—they couldn’t go up or down. They stayed 
in that camp for eight days. 

They had plenty of food ("We could have 
stayed another 10 days") since there are caches of 
food stowed along the paths where others have 
gone before. 


They cut ice blocks and built a wall to protect 
themselves from the roaring blizzard wind and 
stretched vinyl tents in a 12-ft. diameter over the 
blocks which formed the foundation of their 
"home." They sat out 70 mph winds at 17,000 
feet. 

Finally, when it was time to emerge, they 
completed the climb to the top (total about 24 
miles) on Saturday, June 25. 

It was minus-35 degrees at the top, sunny with 
no wind. 

"Mt. McKinley represents the pinnacle of con¬ 
ditioning and acclimatization, and for the accom¬ 
plishment, it’s the highest I’d aspire to go," Davis 
said. 

He explained that he was confident he could 
make it and admitted that he was the oldest person

General Plan Conunittee takes off with bang 


> The General Plan Coipmittee was welcomed 
enthusiastically at their first town meeting Mon¬ 
day, July 25, as they outlined their perception of 
their job of "building" a General Plan for the city 
of Sierra Madre. The Plan is meant to satisfy the 
Governor’s Office of Plaiming and Research 
(OPR) which has given the city until June, 1996, 
to complete the Plan. The Plan has not been up¬ 
dated since 1972. j 

According to Doug Hayes, chair, "The 1972 
Plan was never implemented, is inconsistent with 
zoning and has other internal inconsistencies. The 
existing Plan prevails until the new Plan is imple¬ 
mented. " 

Bart Doyle explains Housing Element 

The Housing Element of the General Plan 
won’t enjoy the hiatus of two years. It must be 
completed as soon as possible, according to Bart 
Doyle, another member of the committee. 

He explained Monday evening that every city 
must share in "regional growth" (says Southern 
California Association of Governments [SCAG]) 
and in Sierra Madre that means an addition of 58 
units of housing over the next five years. "The 
city submitted a draft housing element last year 
and that serves as a starting point on Sept. 12 (the 
next General Plan Committee town meeting)." 

Doyle explained that the needs assessment an¬ 
swers questions such as who lives here (in Sierra 
Madre), what kind of people we are, the size of 
the houses, projected needs (for the handictqiped, 
elderly etc.). "We need to address the resource 
inventory. Is there land available for the Element? 
Are there enough streets, enough water for the El¬ 
ement?" 

Doyle named some of the constraints which re¬ 


view such points such as land use control. Hillside 
Ordinance, codes and enforcement, fees, permit 
procedures, cost of construction, to name a few. 

"The program does not force us to build low 
income housing. The objectives don’t have to be 
subsidized housing in Sierra Madre," Doyle ex¬ 
plained. 

New construction and rehabilitation of struc¬ 
tures we already have were pointed out by Doyle. 
He also explained that we should begin to look in¬ 
to the possible preparation of existing subsidized 
housing and he suggested that we review our ex¬ 
isting affordable living units. 

Janis salln explains elements of Plan 

At Monday evening’s meeting, Janis Salin ex¬ 
plained the required General Plan elements which 
include land use, circulation, housing, conserva¬ 
tion, open space, noise and safety. Most of those 
are self-explanatory. Housing has already been ex¬ 
plained by Doyle. 

Salin also explained how the Plan would add¬ 
ress the management of our resources which in¬ 
clude air quality, tree preservation, our hillsides, 
the management of our waste, our recycling and 
the wildlife parks we have in the area. She also 
talked about our hazards such as the seismic act¬ 
ivity we have here in the foothills, the possibilities 
of fires, floods and landslides, and the noise 
factor. 

Salin pointed to our land use: historic preserva¬ 
tion which is very important to this town; park 
and open space locations, parking, economic dev¬ 
elopment (we’ve had a conunittee to address this 
prospect), design and code; enforcement. 

Our community services were also listed by 
Salin and they include personal safety, recreation. 


social services, arts, transit, health services, street 
lighting, utilities, infrastructure and child care. 
Enid Joffe urges citizen participation

A few musings about a spring trip to the 
old home country where your Jan Reed and 
hubby, Don, grew up. 

It’s farm country—"a vast fertile plain" 
someone called it. An area of small towns 
with a lot of churches and prominent schools, 
where most folks still don’t lock their doors at 
night, and open windows provide the air con¬ 
ditioning—or condition of the air when the 
wind is right—or wrong. 

It’s not all quiet or peaceful. Day and 
night, the grain dryer fans noisily at the eleva¬ 
tor. Home folks claim one becomes used to it, 
and then oblivious. The night quiet is fre¬ 
quently disrupted by a canine chorus, started 
by one pooch, spreading from one block to 
the next. 

Before the sun comes up, there is still the 
concert of birds—first quietly as doves, robins 
and orioles waken—then joined by more 
raucous jays and crows. 

Every neighborhood has its symphony, 
with flickers and red-headed woodpeckers 
drumming on a favorite tree.

Former Mayor influences council 
to push for inunediate action 
concerning city-owned house 


Former Mayor Clem 
Bartolai was a surprise 
visitor at the City Coun¬ 
cil meeting Tuesday ev¬ 
ening and his speech in¬ 
fluenced the council 
enough so that City 
Councilman Gary Ad¬ 
ams rephrased his mo¬ 
tion to call for action 
within 90 days instead 
of six months. 

For 22 years Marie 
Wilcox Little has rented 
the city-owned home at 
449 Mariposa Ave. for 
$600 per month. After 
her marriage to F. Ed 
Little, local attorney, 
the couple continued to 
rent the property. 

In April, 1993, the 
council indicated their 
interest in terminating 
the month-to-month ren¬ 
tal so that the Public 
Library could have the 
property. However, it 
wasn’t until Apr. 21, 
1994, that the council 
informed the Littles of 
the termination of the 
month-to-month ar¬ 
rangement effective 
three months later, July 
31, 1994, or 15 months 
.•after Mr. Little was in¬ 
itially informed of the 
city’s intention to ter¬ 
minate the rental agree¬ 
ment. 

At first, Tuesday ev¬ 
ening, Adams’ motion 
was to allow the Littles 
until Feb. 28, 1995 to 
vacate the residence. 
However, after Bartol- 
ai’s speech, Adams 


modified his motion 
granting the tenants 
until Oct. 31, 1994, and 
to instruct staff to pre¬ 
pare a notice to vacate. 
Adams also added to his 
motion the request for 
staff to assist the Littles 
to find other rental pro¬ 
perty without its costing 
the city any money. The 
council passed the mo¬ 
tion unanimously. 

Bartolai said he didn’t 
want to appear "unsym¬ 
pathetic or cold-hearted; 
however, the rental 
should have been ter¬ 
minated immediately at 
the end of the extension 
at the April, 1993 City 
Council meeting...To 
leave it open-ended will 
never cut it. They could 
find lodging in 30 to 60 
days...Get out from un¬ 
der the tenant/landlord 
relationship...This bor¬ 
ders on ‘a gift of public 
funds.’ Six hundr^ dol¬ 
lars (in rent per month) 
is a gift," Bartolai said. 

He continued, "To ex¬ 
pect relocation costs is 
ludicrous. The situation 
doesn’t warrant it...Mr. 
Little wants to negoti¬ 
ate. The only people 
who are going to suffer 
are the taxpayers of the 
community." 

Bartolai asked why 
Cline had abstained 
(when the council had 
voted at the April, 1993 
meeting), and Cline ex¬ 
plained that he had ab¬ 
stained for "emotional 


and personal reasons, 
since my son is a cardi¬ 
ac nurse at the Hunting- 
ton (Hospital)." 

Howard Wagner, 
chairman of the Library 
Board of Trustees, ex¬ 
plained the resolution 
from the board present¬ 
ed to the council in 
which the board "re¬ 
spectfully requests the 
Sierra Madre City 
Council to expeditiously 
proceed with resolution 
of Notice to Vacate to 
the present tenants of 
the above said property 
so that the Library 
Board of Trustees can 
proceed with necessary 
Library improvements 
planning." 

Councilman Jim Hes¬ 
ter asked that the city 


not provide any reloca¬ 
tion expenses. "They 
have had 18 months 
plus to find a place to 
live. They’ve actively 
tried to stay there. The 
city has no obligation." 

The time for demol¬ 
ishing the house is still 
in question. 

In other news, the 
council removed from 
the agenda the reloca¬ 
tion of the "Green 
House" to be discussed 
by the Chamber of 
Commerce since, Tues¬ 
day morning in an ex¬ 
ecutive session,, the 
chamber board voted 
not to retain the historic 
structure on the Jam¬ 
eson Trust land as a 
chamber facility.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My dog was recently diagnosed with colitis. What 
is colitis and what causes it? 

Colitis is an inflammation of the large howel 
(colon). The inflammation causes diarrhea usually 
with mucous and/or fresh blood. Abdominal pain, 
depression, fever and weight loss can also occur. 
There are many different causes for colitis 
including dietary indiscretions, parasites, bacteria, 
fungi, food allergie.s, polyps, tumors, etc. ('olitis 
can be acute or chronic. Acute colitis typically 
responds to ipedical therapy with in a few weeks. 
Chronic colitis can continue for several years up 
to a lifetime. The typical treatment usually 
involves dietary therapy and medications to help 
alleviate the inflammation. Diagnostic tests for 
chronic colitis may include a fecal fk)tation and 
direct smear for parasites, bacterial culture of feces, 
blood panel, abdominal xray and colonoscopy 
with colon biopsy.
